 1ff Horſeof the Engliſh Forces there , they are not to be Paid and Maintained at th 
| [Charge of this Kingdome ; whereby (as your Petitioners humbly conceive) it wal 
| [not intended they ſhould be depriv'd of their Arrears, but that that Article dig 
| [eſpe a time to come, and not a time paſt. | 
' | That in May 1662, His Ma zeſty was pleas'd to appoint Two of the ſaid Regh 
ments, and the Troop, to go for Portugal , and did Disband the other , whicl 
| [vas under the Command of Collonel Mar , with affurance that their Arrears 
| {hould be ſtated, and paid in due and convenient time ; to which, as in duty 
dound, they did with all cheerfulneſs ſubmit, and hope they have ſo behav'd 
_ in that Expedition , as not to forfeit His Majeſties good opinion of 
Mem. 
\ That ſhortly after the ſaid time Col. Mar with the Officers of his Regimen 
[vcre order'd to repair to Loxdon with all the Muſter-Rolls , to have the Arrears 
lue to them ſtated , which was accordingly done by his Grace the Duke of 
Albemarlke's direQtion ; and there did appear to be due to them about Seventeen 
thouſand pounds for that Arrear , which ſhould have been paid by che Commil= 
lloners , and alſo the Summe of Forty one thouſand pounds ſince His Majeſties 
Reſtauration. 
| | That your Petitioners were of that part of the Army that freely joyn'd with 
| [tis Excellency the Lord General to reſtore us to the happineſs of His Majeſties 
Government, and part of them March'd into England with him ; and did all 
ubſcribe a Declaration to acquieſce in whatever the laſt Parliament ſhould do in' 
vrder thereunto 3 whereby opportunity was given fo to reform the reſt of the} 
Forces, that all Diſaffe&ted perſons were removed from the Armies that mighre.
